This application is a 371 of PCT/IN04/00044 02/16/2004 

Applicant's attention is drawn to the following: 

The application is replete with typographical and technical errors: Some 
examples are: 

Title: spelling error; 'pot' not 'spot' 

Claim 1, page 3, step a) spelling of the starting material; further, formula (7) not 
shown. Also what is not isolated is 'intermediates' not 'stages' etc. 

Specification: page 1 1 , paragraph b) title, reagents and product do not match. 

Claims 1-14 are before the Examiner.

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group 1 , claim(s) 1-9, drawn to process of making citalopram in which the first Grignard 
reaction is quenched. 
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Group 2, claim(s) 10-14, drawn to process of making citalopram in which the first 
Grignard reaction mass is subject to further Grignard reaction without quenching. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: common to the said 
two processes according to the present application are the starting and end products as 
well as the intermediates. All these features are well known in the prior art. See WO 
98/1 951 1 , line 28 of page 5 which teaches processes of making citalopram without 
isolation of intermediates. As such the different processes do not share a common 
special technical feature as required under PCT Rule 13.2. Therefore the present 
application lacks unity of invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
